promptly submatiing, ordered his subordinales

terms indirectly to the President, and asiked for

The Cabinet Orisis.

More than ordinary excltement has pravailed
@t the capital to-day in consequence of the re-
newal of the oltsrepeated report that the Cabi-
net portfolios, exclusive of Lhat held by General
Grant,had been conditionully surrendered to the
President, In giving attention Lo this latterly
prevalent romor I have given the axact siate ol
the case. FPrevious to thedisplacement of Stan-
ton the olther members of the Cabinet slgonided
their willingness to relleve the President of uli
embarrassment by placing their resignations at
his 1. This proffer h?‘l;lnoe. in oon?or

nence of & persistent ou a pressure fo
gmgu. been renewed, and at this time
there o willi es8 on_ the part
of the Cabinet to p the President In

ession of thelr resignations whenever

e covets them, for the sake of politieal advan-

¢ or for the good of the departments of
:ﬁuh they are the heads, No resignations,
however, have thus far been tendered m‘“ﬁt
nor will there be unless the President sees
to avall himself of the conrteous proffer above
roferred to, There has been no collislons be-
tween the Executive and his copstituilooal
advisers. Thelr personal relatlons are per-
fectly amieable, and possibly, with the oxcep-
tion of Secrelary arr willing to re-
aian their places, exoept in Lhe svent of An exi.
gency that might p the President In a
pooufon to make a reconstruction of the Cabl-
net deslrable,

This is the exact understanding of the matier,
as 1 am Inforoied by two of its members to-day.
Thus far Mr, Johuson hns not indioated whether
thelr resignations would be acceptable or olher-
wise. The fact that be has not availed himself
of the proposal is significant that there ls no

am:r requiring an immediate change, It
may be questioned whether 1t would be agroe-
able for the President to part indiseriminately
with all the members of is Cablnet, eapacially
those appointed by himself; but in the event of
a neocessity for o change he Is assured that even
they will not fall buck upon the Tenure of Ofice

The Direct Issue.

Fromthe N, Y., Uribune,

What order General Sickles has disobeyed,
whatauthority he has usurped, the people have
not yet been Informed. The President, in re-
moviog him, has simply exercised arbitrary
power withont Justification or excuse. General
Hiokles has been removed solely because he en-
forces the laws of Congress necording to
the letter and In the spirit tne people
dictate—becange Lthe President will not have

thiem enforeed. IL is war upon the laws Lthat
Mr. Johnson has begun—plain war, under
the color of execulive authorily to remove
and appoint. Gencernl Canby, wio 1s to suc-
ceed Sickles, 1s yet Lo be tried, and we need
not doubt that the President will try him,
In May, 1805, e was appolnted o the com-
mand of the Department of the Gulf, retainlug
it il superseded by Sherldan, but while In thiat
)osition assumed no ruapuuilulllte: upon which
s course In the Carollngs may be justly pre-
dicted. This much needs to be sald—the sue-
cessors of Bherldan and Slekles, the men ap-
pointed LY Andrew Johnson, cAannol escabe n
certain susplolon, Generals Canby and Han-
cock must be content withh o suspension of
Judgment, and are entitled Lo that considera-
tion by their honorable record as soldlers, They
will stand or fall as they are foes or friends of
the law.

The Tvibune has been severely criticized be-
cause It has eriticized General Grant. We do
not regret anything we havoe sald of the Gene-
ral of the army: we found him silent in the
President’'s Cabinet, and the offlolal instra-
ment by which Bheridan was removed., We de-
manded to Know why he accepted such an ex-
troordipary position before we chose Lo sustaln
him therein. Weare now rejoleed tosay that
if bls letter to the Presldent, if the news we
rint to-day, do not prove that General Grant
s o thorough Republlean, they unquestionably
doprove thathe lsnol o sympatbhy with Andrew
Johunson. Mr, Johnson has overruled his argu-
ments, apd reversed his orders, and hus oven
gone o far as to direct Bheridan to go at once
o the Pising, though Grant had summoned
him to Washington, Nay, he has gone further;
Grunt instroctéd General Thomns 1o malntain
all orders he should find in force In the Fifth
Distriet; the Presldent instructs Hancock to
annnl whatever he sees fit, This Is a direct
issue, and no man who honestly honors Grant
for bils services in the field, who honestly desires
to know bim as a friend of reconstruction, will
fail to rejolce that it is made, There s o gulf
between Lthe people and the Prealdent, and those
whom the eoB o trust must siand upon their
glde of it, R’o ridge is possible, No man, how-
ever great his popularity, can reconclle bellef in
the lnwe of Congress with voluntary obedience
to the President's policy; and the sooner the
“gpen rupture,” which General Grantl's friends
predict, opcurs—the sooner he speaks asa sol-
dier should—the better it will be for himself and
thie couniry.

Singular Position of General Grant,
From the N. Y. Herald.

The political position nssumed by General
Grant shows our great soldier Ina new light.
It is his first development of political genius;
his first and final political mistake, The reply
of the Presldent has completely overlurned
him—outflanked nim, Grant does not unders-
stand the crists& He clings t0 Sheridan and
forgets principles. Grant has given us one
poﬁucal essay;: but he has given us already too
much. His only hope of retrieving himsell is
to make publle his private letler to the Presl-
dent relative to the removal of Stanton. Sinoe
Grant has thrown himself into the radical
hands, there will be nodifficulty in the nomina-
tion of Mr, Chase for the Preésidency. It is now
neoennrg for the country to follow up Mr.
Chase's blunders, sink the country financially
a8 well as polltically, and commence s rodioal
negro millennium.

Matters at Washington~The President
and General Grant,

The desire to know the exact terms of the
correspondence between General Grant and the
Preasident 1s in part gratified, So much of the
correspondence as relates to the removal of
Sheridan is published, the letter penned by

General Grant In relation to the suspension of
Mr. Htanton being still withheld for reasons
which eannot be too sobn set aside.

To those who have assalled the fNdality of
General Grant to the principles of the Republi-
can party, bis letter mast bring intense mortifi-
cation. It rebuls so conclusively the asper-
slons which the Tvibune has cust upon his
name, and shows so cum‘:letely the olenrness
and depith of his convictions, that its appear-
ance in print does him timely and essential
aervice. With the bluntness of a soldier, he
urges the retention of Sheridan in his comse
mand, aswell in compliance with “theexpressed
wish of the country¥"” as because Lhe olvil
duties of the department have been per-
formed “faithfully and inteiligontly” under
his direction, ¢ comprehends the simple
fict which Mr. Johnson, with all his constita-
tionallsm, persisiently ignores—ihat "“Lhis 1s o
republic where the will of the people,” not Lthe
theorlzing or tho dogmatism of u President, *1s
the Inw of the land,"” He endorses Sheridan uun-
reservedly, He alleges truly that his removal
vy ill only be regarded as aneflort to defeat the
laws of Congress,” and that It will embolden
the unreconstruoted element in the South "o
renewed opposition to the will of the loyal
masses " under a belief that “they have the
Exwuﬁve with them."” He sums up the whole
case wheo he declares that “there are military
reasons, pecuniary reasons, and, above all, pae
triotic reasons, why this order should notbe

sisted upon, )
mﬁul. pelther “military reasons,” though urged
by the General of the armles of the Uni
gSlates, nor “pecunlary reasons,'’ baoked by a
stroggling industry and a crippled commerce,
nor “patriotic reasons’ bluJ upon o recognl-
tion of the lmgomoy of the popular will, pro-
duced the alightest effect upon Mr, Johnson's
mind. He had resolved to remove Sneridan,
and remove him ho would, happen what may,
We suppose this mulish —this Oxed
lndlgmnoo to all opinlons but his own—con-
stitutes the firmness which certaln Journalists

dent.

The argument with which he seelks to jnstify
bis course, thongh somelimes plansible, never
risen above the level of special pleading, Ao-
kynowledging Bheridan’s “high and honorabloe
distinetion In the fleid,” ho nevertheless ingists
thnt that ofMicer “‘has rendered himeel! exoced-
ingly obnoxions by the manper in whieh he
hos exercieed even thoe powers conferred by
Congress, and still more 80 by a resort to autho-
rity oot granted by law, nor necessary to lts
faithtnl and efficlent execution.”

Here again the self-will and marvellons arro-
apes of the President stand ont in bold rellef,
‘ongress, which enscted the law, has anthori-

tatively approved Sherldan’s interprotation of
Its provislons, and specifieally Indorsed the
measures whieh the Presldent arralgned, Yot
Mr. Johnson asserts the supremaocy of his ver-
slon over Lthe verslon propounded by the anthom
of the law, and then condenms Sheridan for
obeying the Iaw rather than the President's
perverted application of It provisions,

That
this exuibition of urgency wns meant ratbher
for the publie than for Prestdent Johnsoen, s
Interred from the cirenmsiance Lthat Geoneral
Girant chose to put himself on record (o & writ-
ten protest, instead of making suach oral repre.
gentulions as the Presldent intended to invite,
Probably General Grantdld not expect to shake
the determination of the President, and had no
olher object in inditing the letter than to sety
himsgell right with General Sheridan and the
ceunLry,

President Johnson's reply has a firm dignity
and commanding foree of logle which erample
the letter o wiloh he I8 replying into very
small dimensions, Ir the timellness of the
President’'s anction were always equal to the go-
genoy of bis jeasoning, he wouid be an admi-
rable Chief Maglstrate, It required no great acu-
men, however, o dlspose of sweh arguments as
Genernl Grant's, and if nothing better conld
be offered agalnst Sherldan’s removal, the Pre-
sident has a very triumphant justifieation,
Hut we are far from thinking that General
Grant put forward (he best reasons ol his com-
mand, and although the President hos so
greatly the advantage of him in the argument,
tho practical wigdom, or we should rather say
the taot, of the two officers may, perhaps, be
welghed in different scales,

Most Rev. Poter Flavian Turgeon, D, D,,

Among
the poor of his flock he made himself very
popular by the kindness and charity which
murked his efforts to amellorate thelr condition,
As n gentleman of great learning, and as a
Christlan of unguestionable piety, his loss to
the Catholie clergy and laity of Canuda is a
BCVETE OTle.

Velpean, the Eminent Freanch Surgeon,

A cable despatch announces the death of

Alfred Armand Louis Muarie Velpeau, the dis-
tinguished French surgeon. He was born at
Breche, department of Indre-ct-Loire, May 18,
17056, and was bronght up to assist his father,
who was a farrier, Having taught himself,
almost withouy sssistance, reading, writing, and
some of the rudiments of medicine, and wequired
u considerable reputation among the peasantry
by several fortunate cures, he was cuabled, by
a benevolent nelghbor, to study in the Hospital
of Toure. By strict economy und the distribu-
tion of certain prizes he obtamed money enough
to support hims=elt in the humblest way at Paris,
where he was graduated in 1823, In 1530 he be-
came surgeon Lo the Hopital de la Piete, in 1352
a member of the Academy of Medicine, in 1835
Prolessor of Chemical Burgery, and in 1842 sue-
cessor of Larrey in the Iastitute, Iu August,
1859, he was made Commander of the Legion of
Honor. His clinical lectures of the Charity
Hospital arc among the most memorable of his
claims to distinction, and three volumes of his
Leoons Orales have been published by Lis papils,
MM. Jeanselme and Pavillon, He was slso the
author of numerous professional works of a valu-
able and instructive character.

THE INDIA N WAR.

Official Report of the Battie on Republi-
can River — Kansas Volunteers Hne
gaged—Treachery Among the Indians—
The Battle Ocours After the Rununer of
the Pence Commissioners had Visited
Them.

Leavesworrh, Kansas, Augast 26, —The fol-
lowing official report of a late battle on the Re-

ublican river has been received at Department

endquarters:—

Cuptain Armes, of the 10th Cavalry, in com-
mand, with one compau;l;of biz regument and
two companies of the 18th Kansas Volunteors,
while scouting on Republioan river, was attacked
at noon on the 21st by an overwhelming force of
savages, estumated at not less than eight hun.
dred to one thousand strong, The fighting con-
tinued untl the evening of the 22d inst.. our
troops, about one hundred snd fitty in number,
covering & wide space of country, were, alter u
stubborn resistance, forced to retreat, leaying
three killed on the fleld. The wounded, fiftoen
in number, were brought in, The command lost
forty horses. Captain Armes reports a large
number ot Indiaps killed and wounded, Lien-
tenant Price, of the 15th Kunsas, cstimutes the
losa at one hundred and uﬂ;f'

Major Moore, in commund of the KEanenas vol-
unteers, with the remuinder of his battalion,
and Major Elllott, of the Tth Cavalry, with two
hundred men of that regiment, moved on Batur-
day morning to reinforce Captain Armes,

Heap(vanters Frere  Minmraxy Drstricr,
New OBLEANS, July 31, 1867.—To James Roob,
New York city—Dear Sir:—Mr, J, O, Oglesby
und Mr, J, D, Smith, members of the Levee
Board, appointed by me under the act of Con-
gress approved March 2, 1867, aud the bill sup-
plemsentary therelo, and sgain approved and in-
dorsed and sdditionally made legal by the act of
Congress of July 19, 1867, go North to-day to
negotiate the bonds appropriated by the Legls-
luture of Louisiana, and which were approved
and became a law March 26, 1867,

It is scarcely necessary for me to say that the
State of Louisiana has but a8 small outstanding
indebtedness, that the future prosperity of the
State is beyond question, and that there is the
greatest geourily to capltalists in the redemption
of the bonds and the faithiul payment ol the
coupong, It L also scarcely neécessary for me
to speak to you of the bigh character of the men
composing the Levee Bourd, their large wealth
and devotion 10 the inleresis and prosperity of
the State, and their unblemished character and
great business abllity, If, therelore, you can
assist the Chairman of the Bowrd, Mr. J. H.

Axoient AXD Rarz Cowvs,—We were shown
yesterday by Messra. E, J, Farmer & Co.,
bankers, a number of rare coins of antiguity,
which, to the numismatologist, must L{m of
great interest. The oldest of these are an issue
of the Republic of Athens and one of the City
of Tyre, the former having on the obverse the
head of Minerva, with the figure of an owl on
the reverse, and the latter the head of Perloles
on the obverse, and the figure of an eagle on
the reverse. The date of these cannot be
exactly determined, but both must have been
struck at least four or five hundred years B,
C, The next most ancient is one of tha reign
of Philip of Macedon, B, O. 350-336., Next
in order of time is one of the reign of Alexandsr
the Great, B, C. 336-323. The fifth in order is
one bearing the head of Ptolemy I, who reigned
King of Egypt B. C. 806—585. Next one of the
reign of Augustus Cwsar, Emperor of Rome,
B. C. 81, A, D, 14; one of the reign of Tibe-
rius, Emperor of Rome, A, D. 14-37; and one
of the reign of Nero, A. D. 6468, All of these
coing, with the exception of that of the reign
of Tiberius, are sllver, ranging in size from one
dime to the twenty-five cent pieve. Thsir
value at the period of their circulation we are
not able to state, but it was probably more
considerable than their size as compared with
present colns would indicate. The charaoter
of the coinage would appear to have been in
most cases very g though the insoriptions
and figures have been of course lo A great
extent obliterated by time. The ocollection is
probably the rarest that ever came to this ofty,
